ORDINANCE No XXDl of 1947 

AN 

ORDINANCE 

to confer farther iiou’cm ajjoft the Custodian of tivacnee Property for Delhi. 

Whereas an (oneryenoy Ijhh uriweu whicli makes it- necessary to confer 
further jxiwevs uiion the Custoditm oi Evacuee Property for Delhi; 

Now, TiiERiir'oiiE, m exovoise 1)1 the powers conferred by section 42 of the 
Oovemment of India Act, 1935 (26 Ceo. 5, c. 2), as adapted by the India 
t Provisional Constitutionj Order, 1947, the (dovernor-General is pleased to make 
and promulgate (he iuHovviug Ordinance; — ■ 

1. Short title, extent and commencement.— (i) This Ordinance may bo 
called the Delhi Evacuee Property ( Supplementary) Ordinance, 1947. 

(9) It extends to the whole of the Province of Delhi. 

i3) It shall come into force nf oui'e. 

2. Interpretation — In (his Oidinim.-e,— 

[a) “tile principal (Jidinunoe'' moaim the East Punjab Evacuee. 
(Administration of Property) Onliuajice, 1947, as extended to the Province 
of Delhi ; 

(b) “Ciist'xliim ■' nieaii'. ihc OiistodbiLi of Evarmee Property f-jr l)elhi, 
or any Deputy or Assist.ant Oiistodinn, appointed under the principal 
Ordinance , 

(e) “evauLiec [U-Operly’ bus tin- luenimi;; assigned to it in tlie princi)ml 
Ordinance. 

3. Power to remove trespassers trom evacuee property. — Where the 
Oustodia-n has leiison to belien- tliat the oocii]>ation of any immovable evaeuea 
property by any f-eihons is uiiLinthorisol or nulavj'ii], he may, without prejudice 
to any of his powers under thu principa] Ordin.moe, liv notice in writing 
deJivered to sucli [lersons or affixed to such property, order the said persons 
toi'thwith to vacate the pnifieiiy- aiiil if sueli order is not complied with withii 
()ne hour, the t'listodinn may, witii such assist. -i nee os is necessary, i-emove tin- 
said persona fr-un the (jivjporty, and in so diiiiii, may use. oi- authorise the. ua. 
of, sued forct' as may he nccphsary' for I lie purpose 

4. Appeal. — An\ persijii aggrieved hv on older under section 3 may appeal 
in writing ivithiii sei’-.-u fluvs fioio (lie datt- ol tin- or-ler to the District .Judge 
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vGio flliidl, after oalling for a report from the CuBtoilian aucl after makiug 8uefj 
further mquiry, if any, an he tliiTsks ht, pa^-w aueh orders on the appeal as he 
thtnJiH propel . 

Trovided that fhe JJislriet Judge shall not order the tJustodiau to surreudor 
posBuBsiou of the property to any person unless he is satisfied that such person 
is lawfully entitled to possesaion thereof 

5. Penalty. — Whoever obstruels the i ustoduin or any jierson assisting him 
in the exercise ol his lunctions under this Ordinance shall lie punishable W'itb 
imprisi nment for a terfn wliicb may extend to six montha or with fine or \^dtb 
both . 

6. Protection of action under thle Ordinance.- Nq guit. piuseeution or other 
legal proceeding shall lie against ihe (’entral Government oi' any person for aiiy- 
thing which i« in good faith done or intended to be done in pursuance of this 
Ordhianne,
